2. Charles S. Murphy, chair- 


man of the Civil Aeronautics

ments for coping with the air 
transportation crisis. The plan 
was to work out details on 
scheduling, priority of traffic 
and the like. Murphy told a 
news conference he probably 
would make some pronunce- 
ments on this program Thurs- 
day. 


3. The AFL-C10 Internation- 


al Association of Machinists 
(IAM emphasized that none 
of the military contracts of 
the five airlines — Eastern, 
National, Northwest, T r a n s 
World and United — would 
be affected by the strike. The 
union said all mechanics and 
other workers involved in 
work for the military airlift 
to Viet Nam and elsewhere 
would stay on the job.

Backing U.S. Commitments 


Los Angeles tf) — The na- 


tion's Governors 
In confer- 


ence Thursday approved 49-1 
a" resolution supporting U.S. 
global committments, includ- 
ing the military defense of 
South Viet Nam. 
,Gov. Mark 0. Hatfield, Ore- 
gon Republican, cast the only 
v o t e against a resolution 
which Gov. John Connally of 
Terai said supported Prcsi- 
dtent Johnson's policies not 
•nly in Viet Nam but else- 
where In (he world. 


"We are trying to say to 


Hanoi and Peking they are 
not going to have peace on 
dishonorable terms," Connal- 
ly declared. 


GOP Gov. George Romney 


of Michigan, who had joined 
Hatfield in attempting to lim- 
it the resolution to a state- 
ment of support for American 
servicemen in V i e t Nam, 
voted for the resolution in the 
showoown. 


'Blank Check' 


Hatfield told his colleagues 


he does not support Johnson's 
conduct of the war, particular- 
ly the bombings of oil depots 
at Hanoi and Haiphong. He 
called it a "blank ^heck" en- 
dorsement of Johnson's poli- 
cies. 


Romney said the argument 


over V i e t Nam had "dis- 
rupted" the conference's con- 
sideration of domestic prob- 
lems facing the governors. 


"It is a classic example of 


what happens to our proced- 
ures when an outside issue is 
brought up," he said. 


Despite this. Romney cast 


bis vote in support of the reso- 
lution. 


Finally approved, with an 


amendment from the floor, the 
key provision of the resolution 
said: 


"Be it resolved that this con- 


ference affirm to the Presi- 
dent, the American public, the 
service men and women of 
military forces of the United 
States and our allies, its reso- 
lute support of our global com- 
mittments, including our sup- 
port of the military defense of 
South Viet Nam against ag- 
gression."

left town shut themselves in their homes Thursday as vo- 
lunteer firemen manned hoses to wash treacherous poison 
from streets and vegetation In this northwestern Minnesota 
village. 


They were cheered b.\ a report from health officials 


that the concentration of Parathion sprayed from an air- 
plane Wednesday evening was less than first feared. 


Aside from a couple minor cases of nausea, no ill effects 


were experienced. 


And birds flew about town normally, apparently un- 


affected by the Parathion. 


The poisoning chemical was mistakenly used instead 


of a milder insecticide as a plane made three passes over 
Argylc to spray mosquitoes. 


When the error was discovered, less than an hour after 


the spraying, volunteer firemen went from door to door 
cautioning residents and advising those with children to 
leave town. A State Highway Patrol car with a loudspeaker 
moved through the streets, booming instructions. 


All families with children moved out, taking temporary 


accomodation with relatives and friends and in hotels and 
motels in nearby towns.

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Sen. Stromer Flunks Out

The General 


Plan 


State Senator Marvin Stromer is en- 


titled to his opinion but he is o(f base in 
the matter of a new state office building. 
Senator Stromer, answering criticism ear- 
lier directed at him, said the city's pro- 
posal for a new state office building north 
of the Capitol along 15th is "nothing but 
a shallow attempt to bail out the shot-down 
fiasco of the 15th and 0 city-county build- 
ing." The building proposed by Lincoln 
would be a joint venture with the state. 


The city would acquire the square block 


of land and erect a five-story building. The 


first floor would be 
for 
private 
leasing. 


The next four floors 
would be to handle 
parking for the stale 


building, the auditorium and other general 
purposes. The state's offices would be pro- 
vided in upper stories erected by the state, 
using space leased to the state from Lin- 
coln for $1 a year. That may be a fiasco to 
Senator Stromer but it is something else 
to a lot of other people. For one thing, it 
would be a more intelligent approach for 
the state, contrary to the senator's claims. 


It would provide the state with parking 


for its building and let it retain for other 
purposes land south of the Capitol on which 
the state building 
would otherwise be 


erected. And we fail to see what is wrong 
with the state's doing something that also 
helps the city of Lincoln. Is it not the 
purpose of the state to serve the citizens 
of Nebraska and are not the people of Lin- 
coln a part of that citizenry? 


Lincoln would not expect or ask the 


state to suffer a loss in some way strictly 
for the benefit of the people of Lincoln 
but if something can be done to benefit all 
concerned, it seems the logical thing to do. 
We disagree with Senator Stromer em- 
phatically that outstate Nebraska would 
see the plan as a "red flag." 


The people of Nebraska may well har- 


bor some thoughts that the location of tlie 
Capitol here is a distinct advantage to 
Lincoln and 
Lincoln would agree with 


them. But Stromer is saying, in effect, that 
oulstate Nebraskans would like to give Lin- 
coln a black eye because of this. This is 
simply ridiculous. Lincoln is proud of its 
designation as the Capital City and bene- 
fits thereby. At the same time. Lincoln 
tries to live up to the responsibilities in- 
curred with this designation. It is trying 
to do exactly that in developing 15th as a 
civic center, stretching from the Statehouse 
on the south to the State Historical So- 
ciety on the north. Is it a fiasco for Lincoln 


to propose a building plan that attempts 
to implement this thought, that attempts 
to improve the environs of both these state 
structures? 


Is It a fiasco for Lincoln to propose a 


plan with service and beauty as Its moti- 
vating forces? Is H a fiasco for Lincoln 
to involve itself In a substantial bond issue 
In an effort to provide the state of Nebraska 
with a free site for the location of Its new 
building? If there is a fiasco in all this, 
it is the position held by Senator Stromer. 
His is the thought that Is totally lacking 
in Imagination, that would be more costly 
to the state and would be a mark of medio- 
crity. He speaks of the Lincoln plan as 
serving the "vested Interests" of the Capi- 
tal City. His plan does not serve the best 
interests of anyone. 


* 
It seems much more logical to us to 


consider that what is of benefit to Lincoln 
is of benefit to the state of Nebraska, as 
the improvements and progress that are 
found in Grand Island, Hastings, Columbus, 
Omaha and other cities and towns through- 
out the state are of benefit to all Nebraska. 
Senator Stromer, however, makes an ap- 
peal to parochialism that is destructive, 
divisive and unbefitting his status as a 
state senator. 


He says that his responsibilities are to 


the state but we are amazed to learn that 
this does not Include Lincoln. We have al- 
ways labored under the impression that 
Lincoln was a part of the state of Nebras- 
ka. We have even hoped that we might 
he considered by others as a good neighbor. 


It is true that the Lincoln plan does 


not meet the letter of the law by which 


the 
Legislature 
au- 


thorized the construc- 
tion of a new state 
office 
building. 
But 


when the Legislature 


acted, it did so in light of the facts as 
they then existed. The Lincoln plan is a new 
fact and is deserving of thoughtful con- 
sideration, not a narrow-minded attack 
that doesn't even involve the issues; not 
an appeal to economic snobbery; not a 
play upon geographic sectionalism. 


Senator Stromer can be written off as 


an intelligent influence in the final deter- 
mination of this matter but it is hoped that 
he stands alone. It is hoped that others 
involved at least give Lincoln credit for 
attempting to exert a constructive influ- 
ence on the future, for pursuing the prom- 
ise of a vision of excellence that has been 
held for years by people in the Capital 
City and throughout the stale.

Sound Book Policy 


It would be difficult for anyone to 


write a better public school library book1 
policy than the one that has been adopted 
by the Board 
of Education. The policy 


states that such books should "support the 
socially acceptable ideals, values and be- 
liefs of tlie American society." 


It goes on to prohibit the presence or 


removal of any books for partisan or doc- 
trinal approval and approves the books that 
discuss all ideologies, all points of view, the 
Bible and historical matter relating to re- 
ligion. Books should not expound sectarian 
beliefs and sex and profanity are not for- 
bidden per se. 


This is a policy that calls for common 


sense and good judgment, that leaves con- 
trol where it belongs and which rctuses 
to bow to the many narrow-minded ap- 
proaches that a few would take to the sub- 
ject. Responsibility rests with school of- 


ficials and that is exactly where it should 
be. With outside forces attempting to deter- 
mine book selection, school libraries would 
end up a collection of pap. 


The policy is one that seems founded 


in the principle that truth and knowledge 
are the keys to intelligent actions and fu- 
ture progress. It demonstrates the faith of 
the school system in the fact that the best 
decisions come from well informed people 
and that people are entitled to judge mat- 
ters or issues for themselves. 


It is a policy which states, realisti- 


cally, that those things adverse to our way 
of life are handled best when fully under- 
stood and those things we cherish are best 
retained in the same way. There is no sub- 
stitute for the truth and that is what public 
school students will be exposed to through 
the library book selection policy, as we in- 
terpret it. 


World Bank A Success 


One notes that the World Bank has 


just completed a successful sale of $175 
million of its new bonds. This is as good 
an indication as any that the bank is here 
to stay. 


Created 20 years ago as a means of 


handling international credit when there 
was such a need for it after World War II. 
the bank served its function well during 
the rehabilitation period. Viable states con- 
tributed funds which were lent to war torn 
areas, illustrating a principle of interna- 
tional cooperation as against direct nation 
to nation loans. Later the bank accepted 
private funds through the sale of its own 
securities and now also enjoys high favor 
outside of government circles. In short 
its type of banking has been timely and 
wise. Today the bank is considered a leader 
in international development financing. 


It 
maintains two 
offshoots. One is 


the International Development Association 
which insists that economic well being de- 
pends on agricultural as well as industrial 
development. The other is the International 
Finance Corporation which emphasizes the 
role that private capital and management 
can play in world cooperation. 


It can be said that the major gains to 


be derived from the losses of World War II 
lay in the development of a better system 
of \\orld credit. Tlie International Monetary 
Fund is one example, the Export-Import 
hank is another and the third is the World 
Uank. All have been successful yet all were 
created primarily to meet post war emer- 
Rcncieb. Had we learned as much in other 
fields of international arrangements our 
world today would be a much more tranquil 
place. 


Sukarno Drops A Notch 


President Sukarno, one time diasti- 


cutus of Indonesia, who was relieved of 
most of his power under a military reaction 
headed by Lt. Gen. Sukarno, has been fur- 
ther divested. 


The Indonesian Congress has deprived 


him of his office of President for Life. 


But before we simple thinking Wcst- 
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crners celebrate too much let us be re- 
minded that in curious Asia a drop in 
power is more like a dance of the seven 
veils than a western election. Sukarno, who 
has been diminished by the loss of two 
titles, still has at least two more to go. He 
also holds the office of Great Leader of 
the Revolution and of Mandatory of Con- 
gress. And he still is a facade of the gov- 
ernment. We must assume that this divest- 
ing him by degrees is a way of fractionat- 
ing his power, for he is still considered a 
hero by many Indonesians. Too abrupt a 
firing might create difficulty. 


Sukarno still 
represents enough of 


government that a single coup might re- 
store him to his full power. Thus it is 
more important to consider the change in 
policy of the current Indonesian govern- 
ment. It stands for almost everything op- 
posite to Sukarno's views. First it elimi- 
nated his Communist friends. Now it stands 
for popular elections within two years. It 
is also for returning to the United Nations 
and it stands for a peaceful solution of 
difficulties with Malaysia and there are 
hints that it will again seek U.S. aid. All 
of this breaks the communist effort of en- 
circlement against old Indo-Chlna and it 
deprives the Chinese Reds of s sympathetic 
bastion on the other side of Singapore. 
Tliat constitutes a severe rupture in the 
Red expansion hope and is the best news 
we can have from that troubled part of the 
world.

support the present trend. 
The flight to the cities and 
the Supreme Court edict of 
one-man, onc-\ote suggest 
they will continue to do so. 
It can be argued convincingly 
that the present social struc- 
ture makes the Great Society 
Inevitable.

The big radar unit, weigh-

Establish Bank 


Under t h e legislation, a 


bank for rural electric sys- 
tems would be established. A 
substantial,part of the fund- 
ing would come from private 
money markets. 


Farmer cooperatives and 


rural power districts have al- 
ways obtained 1% interest, 
long-term loans from the gov- 
ernment through the Rural 
Electrification Administration 
(REA). 


The private money market 


proposal stems from the fact 
that Congress has not madei 
enough loan money available 
to the REA to meet the de- 
mands of local uniis. 
the 


NREA said. 


Were Adequate 


"When your rural electric 


system was young and small, 
these REA loans were ade- 
quate for its n e e d s," the 
NREA said in an open letter 
to all Nebraska farmers in 
the-July issue of its monthly 
publication, 
"Electric Far- 
mer." 


"Then, too, the farm popu- 


lation had strong representa- 
tion in Congress and REA ap- 
propriations were readily ap- 
proved by our senators and 
representatives. B u t times 
ha\c changed, especially in 
two respects. 


"First, you and other rural 


Americans are using more 
and more electricity. Your 
rural electric system must 
double its capacity about ev- 
ery seven years just to keep 
up with the growing electric 
loads. Meeting your demands 
for m o r e electricity takes 
money. Authorities estimate 
that by 1980 rural electric sys- 
tems will need to borrow two 


Morrison: Governors 
Favor Basin Concept

River Basin states to go slow 
in creating a new commission. 
He warns that such an agen- 
cy could raise the spectre of 
the old Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, which many people in 
the basin fought 20 years ago. 


Some Agree 


Recently Curtis wrote a let- 


ter to his 19 senatorial col- 
leagues from the 10-statc Mis- 
souri River area outlining his 
position and inviting their re- 
marks. Some of these sena- 
tors, including Roman Ilruska 
of Nebraska, replied t h e y 
agree with Curtis. 


However, Morrison s a i d 


governors from t h e basin 
states as well as from other 
parts of the nation believe the 
commission plan is a good 
idea a n d would give the 
states a greater voice in water 
resource planning. 


Thc governors of Nebraska, 


North Dakota and Missouri 
liavc petitioned Interior Secre- 
tary Stewart Udall to estab- 
lish a commission in the Mis- 
souri 
River Basin. If t\\o 


more states do likewise the 
agency could be set up. 


In his statement. Morrison 


said the National Governors' 
Conference has unanimously 
approved a report from its na- 
t u r a 1 resource committee, 
which recommended full utili- 
zation of interstate compacts 
and federal programs to solve 
water problems. 


The governor said this ap- 


proval cndQrses the concept 
of a Missouri River Basin 
Planning Commission. 


Scranton Approves 


Morrison said Pennsylvania 


Gov. 
William Scranton re- 


marked that t h e resource 
committee 
recommendation 


was one of the finest resolu- 
tions ever passed in a nation- 
al governors' meeting. 


"All of the governors I have 


visited with are of the opinion 
that the commission concept 
Js a positive step towards 
strengthening the role of state 


governments in the planning 
of water resources," Morri- 
son said. 


"U would seem to me t h a t 


if Senator Curtis is really in- 
terested in finding out the 
Senate's sentiments on this is- 
sue he would either check the 
record on how they voted on 
the Water Resources Planning 
act or contact all of his col- 
leagues concerning this mat- 
ter." 


The governor said he was 


certain that Senator Curtis 
would be unsuccessful in his

"Second, farm legislation 


no longer gets the sympathe- 
tic treatment it used to get in 
Congress. The powerful farm

At the same time, the 
metropolitan areas of our na- 
tion are growing and so is 
their representation in Con- 
gress.

er George Dworak, a burly 
small town businessman who 
moved up the ranks to be- 
come Nebraska's top taxing 
official. 


Dworak has been called a 


dictator, l i a r , 
blackmailer 


and cheater, among o t h e r 
things, and he once had to at- 
tend a central Nebraska tax 
meeting under the suardian- 
ship of the county sheriff, but 
he thinks the heat is good. 


"It makes you take the 


straight and narrow path," he 
said. "I regret the criticism 
pointed at me, but I made up 
my mind early that I was only 
going to operate one way, in 
accordance with the law. 


"If people don't like the 


law, they 
should work 
to 


change it." 


Dworak said he believes 


most of the criticism results 
from misunderstanding of the 
laws, political 
maneuvering 


and the public's natural dis- 
taste for tax collectors. 


"There's no such thing as a 


good tax to some people." he 
said. "The only good tax to 
them is one which somebody 
else pays." 


Hard-Working 


Dworak is regarded in most 


Statehouse circles as a cour- 
ageous, hard-working admin- 
istrator, a hard man for a 
hard job. 


"He has been assigned one 


of the toughest, roughest jobs 
in state government because 
paying taxes isn't popular," 
said Gov. Frank B. Morrison,

He operated a 
famling alley in Ord for six 
je:irs and maintained a live- 
stock and feeding operation 
for a short time. lie also has 
worked as a deputy sheriff, 
bartender and chef. 


When the incumbent Valley 


County assessor decided not 
to seek re-election in 1950. 
Dworak sought the post and 
was elected by the narrow 
margin of 37 votes. He was 
elected to a second term in 
1962 and in the meantime had 
purchased 
a hotel-motel in 


Ord, which he still owns. 


In 19G3, Dworak resigned as 


county assessor to become a 
field representative for the 
grain tax division of the state 
tax commissioner's office. He 
assumed the duties of assist- 
ant tax c o m m i s s i o n e r in 
February, 19G4, and was ap- 
pointed to the commissioner's 
post eight months later wljcn 
Commissioner Forrest John- 
son resigned. 


Awesome Challenges 


He was immediately con- 


fronted with awesome chal- 
lenges — a massive review of 
the tax exemption status of 
Nebraska properties, a legis- 
lative session with taxes la- 
beled as the central issue, and 
implementation of the contro- 
versial real estate rcapprias- 
al program. 


Recently, the loudest and 


most frequent verbal attacks 
on Dworak have conic from 
the Sandhills cattle country 
of west central Nebraska, 
where many ranchers feel the 
reappraisal program is un- 
fair. 


A Brewstcr newspaper re- 


cently said in an editorial 
Dworak has issued "crude, 
dictatorial o r d e r s " and is 
"using threats a n d coercion 
in an attempt to enforce tax 
legislation considered by area 
residents to be manifestly un- 
fair and hardly impartial." 


Handlers should "pry him 


loose from an office 
whose 


powers he is exercising to the 
detriment of the area cattle- 
man," the newspaper said. 


Same Treatment 


Dworak said he treats all 


taxpayers alike. 


"My main objective is to 


see that all people and all 
properties are treated in the 
same manner." he said. "I 
also want to sec that all coun- 
ties a r e paying their fair 
share of the state lax load." 


I)\\orak now controls an of- 


fice which 
administers 
the 


state gasoline, special f u e l , 
cigarette, bingo and sever- 
ance taxes, as well as the 
property tax. As much as $2 
million in tax receipts can 
flow into the office dully. 


"Many people ask me how 


can I sleep at night." said 
Dworak. "I tell them I ad- 
minister the laws as they are 
written, and the rest will take 
care of itself."

In suggesting such back- 


ground reading, I am 
not 


necessarily advising that the 
reader become a "do it your- 
self" investor. As a busy man, 
he might well consider invest- 
ing by proxy with the help of 
full time professionals through 
closed end and open end in- 
vestment companies, common 
trust funds, insurance and an- 
nuity contracts, and, as sav- 
ings increase, he may be able 
to afford an investment coun- 
sellor.

But the back-ground reading 


will provide an understanding 
which will enable him to fol- 
low t h e suggestions of spe- 
cialized 
investment manag- 


ers, trust officers, dealers and 
brokers.

A. Since you have passed 


your 72nd birthday, you are 
entitled to collect irrespective 
of your current earned in- 
come.

There 
should be no difficulty in hav- 
ing your local Social Security 
office figure this out. Don't 
ask for a generalized answer, 
but for a specific computation 
of your specific status. If 
you are not satisfied, write to 
the national administrator of 
the Social Security Adminis- 
tration. As long as you contin- 
ue to have earned income, you 
must continue to pay the pay- 
roll tax as a self employed 
person.
